Cyclone Kills Two Farmers, 
With a roar that was heard five miles 
away, a cyclone Saturday struck the north- 
ern rim of Racine county, killing two men 
and damaging property and crops $100,000. 
Adam Hunter, an old farmer . living near 
Union Grove, was picked up and hurled . a' 
distance by the .wind. When found he 
was dead. His nnck. had been broken. At 
Thompson vi Ho a farm hand, whose name 
is not known, was killed. The cyclone 
came from the. southwest, and at its Brat 
dip struck the large. barn of Adolpb Meis- 
ner, which was torn to pieces, the debris, 
with grain and farm machinery, being 
scattered 200 feet. Trees were uprooted 
and fences blown away, the damage on 
this farm alone amounting to (5,000. In 
every quarter grain is ruined, but no other 
buildings were destroyed. For miles trees 
can bo- seen uprooted ana fences down.

Mrs. Z. G. Simmons, Jr., Mh\a Edith 
Brown and S, S. Simmons, of Kenosha, 
were all injured in an automobile .accident 
near the village of Viola, Wis., shortly 
afternoon on Friday.

KILLED 

- Charles Beetcher, a lineman employed by 
the Citizens' Telephone, company, was 
electrocuted while working on a pole on 
East Prospect street, in Racine, shortly 
after ten Saturday morning, ■ He was. on- 
gaged in stringing a new -wire on the pole 
when in some manner tbe wire he was 
handling came in contact with the heavily 
charged electxto light wire and & current of. 
nearly 8,000 volts passed through bis body. 
As the man fell from the pole his arm bo- 
camo entangled in the live wire,' which 
broke under his weight, and he fell to the 
ground a distance of -thirty feet, with the 
lire wire wrapped tightly around his arm. 
It was necessary to turn off the current 
from the power house before tbe unfortun- 
ate victim.could be removed from where be 
had fallen. 

The accident was witnessed by a woman 
who happened to be passing the place. 
Beetcher 's body was most horribly i burned 
aid parts of it were virtually cooked. . As 
he lay on the ground with the live wire 
wrapped around his arm, the clothes caught 
fire and was burned almost; entirely from 
his body. Water was thrown on tha body 
to extinguish the blaze until the current 
was turned off, and when this was done, 
the body was placed in an ambulance and 
taken to an undertaking establishment.

In opening bis remarks the speaker gave 
the audience to distinctly understand that 
in all cases where bad government existed 
the cause was found In the lethargy of the 
citizens wbo allowed it to continue. In no 
instance can there be bad government 
where the citizens of the city, state or 
nation desire something" better and are. 
willing to back up this desire with aggres- 
sive action, When any official becomes 
blind to the violation of law the people iu 
whom the power of election is vested can 
remove him from office in question and 
replace him with a man who will see that 
the laws are enforced. 

Good government, said Mr. Stewart, ia 
not dependent an tbe form of government, 
and while we as Americans are iu [the 
habit of looking down on a monarchial 
form of government, it is a well established 
fact that in some of the monarchies of the 
world tbe government is far better than in.

The speaker declared that there .was no 
reason for bad government in My form, 
and that if [be good people of a/communltyl 
would band together and insist that the 
laws should be obeyed, there would be no 
further cause for complaint. Graft, he 
said, is due wholly to the tack of interest 
on the part of the lawabidiag citizens and 
numerous instances have proven that when 
the people of any city become aroused that 
tbe life of corruption is short. Chicago, 
was cited as an example. . Ten years ago' 
that city was a hotbed of 'corruption. The 
politicians and grafters held full sway and 
dictated the affairs of the municipality to 
suit themselves. Today tbe city'coQuci! is 
as clean as it is possible to make a political 
body, and thia marvelous change was 
brought about solely through the awaken- 
ing of tbe good people of that city to the 
condition of affairs as they, really existed. 

Mr. Stewart advised the severance of 
party relations whenever the election of a 
good or bad official depended on it. Graft- 
ers, he said, combine regardless of their 
party affiliations, and until tho good peo- 
ple of the country do the same thing, there 
will always be corruption. 

Tbe lawablding people of a community 
should organize and stick together to see 
that men of caliber were put in office, and 
in this manner alone would vice and graft 
be exterminated, 

Tbe good citizen who refuses to run for 
office and accept the same, is doing his 
city a great injustice, and allowing the 
disreputable element to have its' way. 
Combine, get together, and then insist 
that men of known quality shall fill tbe 
offices of. the country and the battle ttgainet 
graft and corruption is won.

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Kenosha doctors are just at present be^ 
ing kept busy treating mosquito bites, and; 
it h alleged that these pests of the summer 
are proving more effective this year~ than' 
ever before, ' In past seasons the bites- of','* -, 
these insects were of little consequence, but 
more than a dozen coiea have been reporte'd 
in Kenosha in the past few' days in which 
pbyaians have been called to. care for peo- 
ple bitten by the insects. The symptoms 
^following the bites are similar, to' cases of 
poisoning. The 1 limb. attacked by tbe in- 
.sect- becomes -red and' swollen and an in- 
tense itching sensation follows. 

Physicians who have been. treating these 
cases give it as their opinion that tbe 
mosquitoes have been carrying poison from 
sprayed plants, which have been communi- 
cated to tbe system of the victims. .The 
present spring has seen many visitations 
of insects which have attacked plants and" 
trees, and these visitations have caused the 
trees and plants to be sprayed with emul- 
sions of parin green and other deadly poi- 
sons. It is thought -thnt this poisonous 
substance bos been taken up.by the insects, . 
and not proving fatal to them, it has been' 
carried to their victims. 

The physicians have not found any im- 
mediate remedy, for tbese attacks, but they 
have usually disappeared after a couple of 
days of Buffering on tha part of the victim.

latter Is six feet nix Inches from the 
ditch to the front end of live foot 
posts. 

The slanting manger Is three feet 
from the floor of the food niley and 
leaves an opening at the top of eight- 
een luclies, where all the feed Is placed 
In the feed trough, there being suffi- 
cient room at A (sny six Inches) for 
grain, ensilage or cut fodder to' pass 
down, but bay, whole fodder or straw 
will not pass down, hut will remain so 
that tbo cow can cut them 'through the 
bars (A). 

Tho partitions between tho cows are 
three foot hIx Inches apart, four feet 
high and three feet six Inches long. 
Thero are no partitions In front of the 
bars (A), except twelve Inches above 
the bottom of the feed box, so t lint the 
cut feed and grain rations remain In 
Its own cow's monger. But tho whole 
length of tbo hay manger Is clear from 
end to end, nnd, If wanted, any long 
fodder can bo distributed lu It In good 
shape.' The platform should drop from, 
manger to ditch not less than two 
Inches,

"Lnylnc Jty" tha Corn. 

It Is a common practice among corn 
growers to "lay corn by," When ttw 
season Is nn cxceHtlonnlly good ono 
nnd when the soil Is free from weeds 
seed- corn mny bo laid by wltlrno evil 
results. In n dry sensou or a wet sea* 
sou or where weeds nnd vines grow 
rapidly and In untold numbers, lnylng 
corn by Is entirely out of tho question. 
To lay corn by too often menus to let 
the weeds nlone, or It mny mean to 
let the mirfnen crust cake, crack open 
nnd through the maturing season til- 
low tlio much needed moisture to leave 
through surface ovnpornllon v If pos- 
sible get the 'cornfield free of weeds 
nnd vines, and after the bard rains or 
Juno nnd early July are over and tho 
summer drought sets In run through 
tne corn once or twice with a shnllow 
working tool, It leaves the surfnea 
level, prevents surface washing And 
conserves tho moisture. Weeds re- 
quire moisture. When they grow In 
com they feed upon the same plant 
food, take the snme moisture that tin 
corn plnnt fi-cds upon. Should there 
be o shortage of cither plant food or 
moisture, the weed gets Its -part and 
lets the com. plant go hungry ami 
thirsty. 

This Is n very crltlcnl period In the 
life of the com p)ant. If It Is tended 
well, If It Is to make its largest yields 
the work niUBt bo done nt once. De- 
lay means toss. Be ready for tbo rush 
when the ml us cease. — W. B. Ander- 
son, In Indianapolis News,

As the crowns are s bo pod some- 
what different from tbe bought hats, 
a spongo .would not stay in position, 
but in Its place a number of- large 
leaves — leaves from a grapevine would 
do— moistened with -water, would as- 
sist in keeping tbo bead of. tbe hone 
cool. This appliance could be readi- 
ly attached to tbe bridle with tapes. 
The Illustration shows how an ordi- 
nary straw bat mny be fashioned for 
the horse. 

Protection for Cowi,

The Japanese report that they bavo 
possession of tho Bouthirn half of ths 
island of Sakhalin. They will bo m in- 
ters of tho whole of it soon, for there 
cannot bo n largo Russlnn force on ths 
Island. Therefore one of tho Jnpnnpss 
conditions of peace will be that ltussla 
shall relinquish nil claim to Sakhalin, 
Probably , the Russian plenipotentia- 
ries will not spend much time over tha 
proposition. Tho island has little value 
for Rissln apart from Its proximity to 
tho- Siberian coast. It has been used 
only for the confinement of the most 
dangerous criminals. Another convict, 
settlement will hnve to bo established, 
Tho Island wns onco held by Japan, but 
Russia laid successful claim to It in 
tbo days when sho did much as she 
pleased In northeastern Asia. 

If pcacQ Is not concluded speedily the 
Japanese may lay claim by right of 
possession to Russian territory on tbe 
main land, It Is reported that the Rus- 
sian forces lu northern Korea hnve 
been driven steadily backward during 
the Inst month, and bold only two po- 
sitions south) -of the Tumcn River, 
which forms tho boundary between 
Korea and Siberia, It cannot require 
much of an effort on the part of tho 
Japnncse to drive the Russians across 
tbo river ns far back as Vladivostok. 

Tbo state of affairs In Manchuria Is 
such as to .create tbo Impression that 
Llntvltch and Oyama havo nn under- 
standing tbnt there Is to bo no serious 
fighting wbllo tbo peace negotiations 
nro on. Reports come . occasionally 
from St. Petersburg of the growl ns 
strength of. the Russian nnny and its 
desire to tnko the offensive, but It 
makes no forward move. General 
Oyama sends In no reports of prog- 
ress, and presumably be Is simply 
marking tlmunnd refraining from sac- 
rificing the. lives of any of his men. . It 
may be thnt without any formal agree- 
ment there is a practical nrmistlco so 
far as the Manchurlan armies are con- 
cerned. 

'Meanwhile, it Is reported that a Jap- 
anese army has been landed north of 
Vladivostok and the complete envelop- 
ment of tbo fortress Is Imminent. Thus 
Japan' carries the war Into undisputed 
Russian territory on the mainland. 
Undoubtedly, too, n strong Japanese 
fleet I b outside Vladivostok. Japan's 
navy has nothing else to occupy it at 
the moment. 

At least fire battleships which the 
Russlnns tried to destroy before sur- 
rendering Port Arthur wilt be ndded to 
Japan's nnv.v, A naval officer return- 
ed to London from Port Arthur reports 
that the damage douo to the vital parts 
of tho vessels by tbe explosives tho 
Russians applied Is much less -than 
wns anticipated. 

There nro grave rumors In" Washing- 
ton official and diplomatic circles over 
the Interview accredited. to 51. Wltte, 
the bead of the Russian peace com- 
mission, tbe portent of which is_ that 
the peace parleys will result In a pro- 
longation of the war Instead of.pea.co. 
What gives this feeling strength Is tho 
assertion that Wltte lias been Instruct- 
ed by the Czar personally not to enter 
Into any pcacw arrangements that will 
lessen the prestige or Russia or on 3 
that will be a further burden to her 
people.

Tnkahlra shook his head gloomily 
when- be was tolH of Wlttc's declara- 
tion.

The increase in the demand for 
building material to tnko the place of 
wood grows out of many things, One 
Is the exhaustion of tho foreita, and 
the consequent difficulty of procuring 
lumber at former prices; another Is 
tho extension of the Ore limits in 
towns and cities, making n cheap and 
reliable Are proof building material a 
prime necessity. As a consequence the 
making of cement blocks has recently 
become a most Important branch of 
business. The blocks are encroaching 
heavily In the Hold formerly occupied 
entirely by brick nnd the arguments 
n d vanned era too well known to need 
recital hero. 

This calls attention to n mine of 
wealth which exists in Southwestern 
Kansas, along the lino of tho Rock 
Island railroad,' waiting for the proper 
man with push to develop It There 
ore tracts of land there which bare ex- 
hnustlcss deposits of what Is called 
"gyp." . It Is a white,- chalky, soft rock, 
running down by exposure to the ele* 
monis into a white flaky powder. It 
has not been much used In the arts or 
manufactures as yet, but is liable 13 
soon become a great factor along the 90 
lines. Mixed with cold water it is ab- 
solutely, worthless; but it has been 
found that if mixed with warm water 
it has a use. The gyp Is plnced in a 
kettle and heated. Water mixed with 
land is heated, to the. same degree and 
poured In. Tho resultant mass hardens 
rapidly, a good deal like plaster of 
parls, and much resembles a cs^rie 
whtto porcelain. It has a flue polish, 
and is hard, durable and waterproof. It 
makes flue callings and side walls, and 
would mnl;<S crockery. If experimented 
wltli, Being puro white it would also 
make elegant walks and pavements, at 
no more expense than tho cement 
walks now becoming so universal. 
Then, too, It can be made Into building 
blocks, and if moulded into shapo a 
building composed of It would appear 
Ilka one of marble. Fancy a house of 
marble, with walks and pavements of 
mnrble— and at tho price of cement 
blocks at that 

One man near Meade, Kansas, has 
roofed his cabin with It, and It has 
etood the test of the elements for over 
a year. The cabin attracts a good deal 
of attention, looking ns If It wcro cor- 
ered wit h n porcelain roof.

Accident bulletin No. 15, issued by 
the Interstate commerce commission, 
giving an account of railroad accidents 
in tho United States during the months 
of January, February nnd March, 1003, 
shows that during that quarter there 
were twenty-eight passengers and 201 
employes killed and 1,051. passengers 
and 3,002 employes injured In train ac- 
cidents, making ln'all 232 persons kill- 
ed nnd 3,713 Injured In train accidents. 
Other accidents to passengers and em- 
ployes, not tho result of collisions or 
derailments, bring the total number of 
casualties up to 15,300 (000 killed and 
14,397 Injured). There was n decrease 
of forty-two In the total number of per 
sons kilted, as compared with the quar- 
ter ending Dec. 31, 1001. The total col- 
lisions ana derailments was 3,108 
(1,787* collisions and 1,321 derailments), 
of which 23-1 collisions and 177 derail- 
ments a (Tec ted passenger trains. -The 
damage to. cars, engines and roadway 
by these accidents amounted to $2,440,- 
218. There was an increase of twenty- 
seven in the number of collisions and 
of 131 In the number of derailments, as 
compared with the last preceding quar- 
ter. Tho total number of employes re- 
ported killed In coupling and uncoup- 
ling cars during this quarter was 02.

Tho department of agriculture has 
prepared papers In 1,200 suits to bo 
brought against tho railroads of the 
country, asking that in ench case a 
□no of $500 bo nsscss'cd for a viola- 
tion of the so-called 28-hour law, pro- 
viding for the humane shipment of 
cattle. Nearly every railroad from 
Maine to California Is Involved. Tho 
suits will be filed In the circuits 
courts of the United States nnd judg- 
ments wilt bo asked for the benefit 
of the federal treasury/ The evidence 
against the railroads is bo clear that 
the attorneys for many of the big com- 
panies have already begun negotiating 
with Secretary Wilson with a view to 
having him agrco to 'nrcompromlsc. 
The law under which this wholesale 
suing Is to bo done has been on the 
books since 1873, but ''the railroads 
have never given it much thought and 
still less observance. It requires rail- 
road com paaies transporting cattle 
from one state to another to onload, 
the animals after they -have been in 
tho cars for twenty- eight hours, feed, 
aud water them and give them a rest 
for at leaBt Ave hours. Failure to do 
so Is punishable by a One of from $100 
to $500. 

A contribution the other day brought 
the total of conscience money received 
by the government above $400,000. In 
1811 an account was opened by the 
register of thotrcasury to show from 
time to time the receipts of moneys by 
the government from unknown persons. 
This account la popularly called the 
"conscience fund," but _ it is not so 
styled on the. books of tho Treasury 
Department In fact, there Is no "con- 
science fund."

AT PORT ARTHUR. 



Deadly Accuracy of Japanese Gunners 
Left Vessel a Wreck In Few Min- 
utes — Sailors See Their Comrades 
Slaughtered on All Sides.

•has been* treated to a masB of unsavory 
revelations. But tbe grafters, both big 
and tittle, are awaking to the fact that the 
time has come for a square deal all around. 
The frauds in the postoffiee department, 
the western land frauds reaching from tho 
Mexican to tbo Canadian line, tbe leakage 
of tho crop reports, the discoveries of 
irregularities in the Schuylkill Arsenal 
and scamped work at tho Charleston Navy 
Yard, arp only indications that the govern- 
ment huB. heretofore been regarded as an 
eaBy mark' for anyone unscrupulous enough 
to swindle it. If the American conscience 
has been awakened by a man in tbo White 
House strong enougb and straight enough 
to smoke out the vermin wherever they are 
found, it would be a poor return to try and 
hamper him with warnings that ho might 
burn down tbe born in killing the rats. 
What the country needs is n more thorough 
awakening still. President Roosevelt needs 
the moral support of every dewnt citizen 
in carrying out the work he has under- 
taken. If he is supported in his work for 
honesty in tbe public service, be probably 
will do a very thorough job by 1908. Tbe 
grafter is not usually a fool, and when he 
finds that tbe penalty of stealing Ib going 
to jail, bo will respect his neighbor's prop- 
erty tights even though that neighbor be 
the government, Hearty respect co-opera- 
tion are due the' President who is making 
bim see things in this light.

Back the llttlo boats steamed 
to shelter undor the guns of the bat- 
tle squadron. The Russians would 
fight— tho battle flags wero bont The 
great ship quivered and then quivered 
again. It was only tho twelve-inch 
guns, but they made Who conning towor 
rock. -The Japanese had maneuvered 
and were now standing In on tho star- 
J>9Br4 beam. Tho Russian admiral 
changed hla course. Great projectiles 
iv ere rlcochcttlng overhead and rais- 
ing geysers of salt spray atl around 
them. But for the present tho flagship 
could answer shot for shot, Tho ad- 
miral clinched the handrail, His face 
was still pale, but the fighting light 
was In his eyes. 'Make tho fleet sig- 
nal, "Close up— follow me!"' 

"At tho samo moment there was a 
deafening crash and the vessel swung 
so that every one In the conning tower 
waB thrown against the walls. "What 
was that— mine?' The dread of mine 
and torpedo by this time was Ingrained 
In every Russian sailor, and as the 
flag lieutenant sprang down tho ladder 
tbo horrible nightmare of tho Petro- 
pavlovsk leaped before his mental 
vision. A deck officer came hurrying 
forward. He reported that a large 
shell bad hit tho after thlrteen-lnch 
turret, glanced and -in bursting 
wrecked tbe top above. 'Awful! Poor 
fellows! Flesh came down with the 
splinters on the deck like confetti In a 
carnival.' 

"Then tho vessel staggered from two 
terrific blows forward. Tho flag lieu- 
tenant stumbled ahead, drawing his 
hands mechanically to his oars, while 
the torn fragments of Iron and splin- 
ter soughed paBt him. Biting, sting- 
ing smoke blinded him, while the force 
of tho concussion flattened him against 
a ventilator. Tbe flrst sight that ho 
saw was the mangle'd frame of his 
comrade. The top of the poor wretch's 
heod was gone, a half-burned cigarette 
was still between tho clinched teeth. 
He threw bis glance upward — the for- 
ward smokestack was rent from top 
to -bottom and tho flame and' smoke 
wore licking round tho base. The 
twelve-Inch guns In the forward bat- 
tery solemnly fired and tbe ear-Bpllt- 
ting crack of tbe discharge brought 
the youth to his senses. He made for 
tbe ladder. Great God! The conning 
tower and forward bridge were hut 
torn, Bmoklng and twisted wreck. 

His 
face was as black as an Ethiopian, his 
uniform and heard torn and discolored 
to a filthy yellow, his left ajm. sev- 
ered at the biceps, was dangnng by 
a sinew. 'AH are killed, admiral, all,' 
tho figure gasped as it reeled and sunk 
fainting to the deck."

A good 
many peoplo class this as a miracle, 
but eel en lists say It was simply one 
of tho many phenomena caused by 
musical notes. Thoy refer to a paral- 
lel case that happened not long ago at 
HolllgenBtart, near Leip'slc. A muslo 
blaster of that place was «rganizlng 
a brass bnnd. '■ One day, fts usual, bo 
gathered his musicians' for practice In 
his garden, which was situated at the 
foot of the ancient walls of tbo city. 
Suddenly, while tho trumpets bad 
reached their highest notes, the city 
walls fell with a terrific crash and 
the musicians scattered In a panic. 

There is some scientific reason for 
this, but nobody seems to know Just 
what it Is. It Is not the forceful vi- 
bration of air currents for the detona- 
tions of cannons does' not have tbo 
power in this respect that is exerted 
by light musical notes. There Is 
some peculiar combination of the 
notes that causes tbe ruin of the walls 
—some unknown force that Is bb pow- 
erful as a blaBt of dynamite; It Is not 
an unusual thing for a glass to ho 
shattered In a room where a musicals 
la being held, and for other remark- 
able mechanical effects to bo produc- 
ed. But tho mechanical effects are 
not tho only curious results of this 
unexplalnfnle combination of .notes. 
So many wonderful things have been 
produced by music that It may be 
rightfully classed as one of the mys- 
teries. Numerous Investigations In dif- 
ferent lines of endeavor have been 
made as to Its-power and capabilities 
ana In nearly every Instance tho re- 
sults have been startling. 

One of those who have made a 
study' of the curiosities and the mys- 
teries of music is Mrs. Amelia Wood 
Holbrook of New York, Mrs. Holhrook 
is a playwright, lecturer and author, 
and she has probably made. greater 
and more painstaking research- into 
the mysteries of music than any other 
person'ln this country. She Ib a mem- 
ber of the Professional Woman's 
leaguo, and several other clubs, and 
her investigations into the science. of 
music have made her* well, known In 
oil parts of tbe United States. 

"No one can explain the strange 
freaks of music," said Mrs. Holbrook 
the other day, "but they certainly exist 
and frequently exhibit themselves."

CHICAGO STRIKE IS ENDED. 

Ulf Tic -Up Collapses nnd Strikers Seek 
Their Old Jobs. 

The strike or the Clilengo teamsters 
wns declared off Thursday, closing ont» 
of the in o.st Important chapters In the 
city's Industrial history. The end was 
a Btituiivede on the part of the etrlklng 
drivers to get back to their Jobs. Lack 
of funds, general dissatisfaction with 
the lenders, desertions by hundreds, 
lod to the collapse, 

Headed by the lumber teamsters, 
who en me to nn understanding with 
their employers, the express drivers 
nnd the department store drivers fell 
Into Hue, tho three unions that com- 
posed the fighting forco of the labor 
side of the bnttlc throwing up tlio con* 
test. The effect was to swing the other 
unions nrouud, and tho troubles were 
given their quietus. The strlko fever 
had abated. 

Tho coup do grace was administered 
late nt night by the teamsters' Joint 
couuc.ll Itself, which declared the strike 
off and ordered. the men back to work. 
Strike lenders n dm It ted utter defeat 
and advised the 3,000 men who remain- 
ed loyal to '.he union to apply to their 
old employers for work. 

Tho revelations of the one hundred 
and live dnys In which the strike ran 
rxom start to finish nro prophesied by 
prominent clthscus comma ted with the 
difficulties to murk the dawn of n bet- 
ter understanding between tho employ- 
ers nnd the unions and to mean much 
to Chicago commercially. Tho fact that 
the strike wns won and tho teamsters 
wero forced to seek their old places 
without condition Is expected to net as 
an impetus to business. On the labor 
side the strike Is expected to be pro- 
lific In good results. The exposures 
inndo by the grand Jury of corruption 
among the lenders have already bnd 
their effect, nnd nro expected to place 
unionism on n safer nnd more conserv- 
ative plane. Sympathetic strikes,- It Is 
predicted, will no longer be a fad. 

Although unionism of the legitimate 
sort docs not suffer by tho abandon- 
ment of the strike, the close of labor 
hostilities Is considered n death blow 
at unscrupulous lenders.

TO SELL 6,000,000 ACRES. 

Texas Area Larger than Massachusetts 
in Oo at $1 Per Acre. 

The placing on the market of 0,000,000' 
acres of laud owned by the State of 
Texas, which will be done on Sept 1 
next, will cause the breaking up of many 
large cuttle ranches In west Texas, where 
tho land that Is to ho sold is situated. 
At present, nnd for years past, this land 
has been under lease by the State to cat- 
tlemen. It was not until lute years that 
that portion of the State was thought to 
be adapted to farming. Tho agricultural 
element kept going farther and farther 
west year by year uutll It began en- 
croaching' upon tho domain over which 
tho cattlemen had long held undisputed 
sway. Then came tho contest for su- 
premacy, and the farmer won. The de- 
mand for additional laud for homes for 
these prospective new settlers became so 
great that the State resolved to a ban- 
don* its policy of leasing 0,000,000 acres 
of itd public domain, and to give the 
people who want homes an opportunity 
to obtain them at small cost. In most in- 
stances, tho cattlemen, who huvo then*' 
lands leased for grazing purposes, own' 
a few sections, which form it nucleus for 
their great ranches. With the abolish- 
ment of the leases these cattlemen will 
bo unable to continue ranching, and they 
will bo forced to take to stock fanning 
upon their reduced holdings or quit the 
country. Many of them announce that 
they will adopt the latter course. Seine 
of them have purchased or leased mile 
ranches in Mexico, and will move their 
herds to their new possessions. 

The nrea of the land which tho eititte 
is to place on the market on Sept. 1 Is 
same 0,400 square miles. . It Is larger 
than Massachusetts, New II amps hire or 
Now Jersey, four times ns large ns Del- 
aware, and twice as large as Connecticut, 
Tho land is to bo sold tu lots of. one to 
eight sections each. i«u purchaser will 
be permitted to acquire more than eight 
sections. It will provide homes » for 
about 5,000 fnmilics, ' 

Sluce tho announcement was made that 
this land is to be placed upon the mar- 
ket, State Land Commissioner J. J. Ter- 
rell has received letters from thousands 
of people in all parts of the country, 
making Inquiry In regard to tho matter. 
The fact that tho land Is to he sold nt 
a minimum price of $1 an acre, with 40 
annual payments, nt Interest of only 3 
per cent, makes It nn attractive propo- 
sition to many people who arc seeking 
homes In tho West. A residence of three 
years upon the land is required of each 
purchaser to perfect his title to the prop- 
erty.

CROP OUTLOOK PROMISING, 



Ono qf tho main boilers la tho Uni- 
ted States gunboat Bennington, lying 
In San DIcgo harbor, Cal„ exploded 
shortly before noon Friday, kilting or 
maiming 134 among tho 181 on board. 

Thlrty-slx men nnd Ensign Nowm.in 
It. Perry arc known to bo dead,- seven- 
ty-six wounded, and twenty-ono rals3- 
iug. The total deaths ns the result of 
the accident eventually will not ba less 
than sixty. 

The gunboat was badly shattered, a 
great hole being torn In the stern. It 
was beached to prevent sinking. Tho 
explosion wns duo to a weak boiler, 
the precarious condition of which has 
been well known for mouths, although 
nu inspection a year ago resulted Id n 
favorable report, i 

The dlsnster came without a sec- 
ond's warning. Tho Bonnlagton was 
lying lu midstream off tho commercial 
wlinrf nt the foot of II street. .Com- 
mander Luclcn Young had xocelrod or- 
ders from Washington to sail for Fort 
llnrtford tbnt morning. Ho wns on 
shore making final preparations for de- 
parture. 
Disaster Conies Without Warnlnr. 

Steam wns up, moat of tho men were 
on deck, nnd everything waa In readi- 
ness for Immediate sailing, when a 
deafening roar shook tho earth for 
miles around. 

The outburst was accompanied by a 
roar as of thunder nnd n shock that 
rocked vessels nearby, lu an Instant 
tho air was filled with shrieks nnd bel- 
lows of pnln from the wounded which 
could bu heard ashore, and with flying 
fragments of human beings and pieces. 
o." tho ship's superstructure. 

The next moment bleeding pallors 
were fighting, crippled, In the water 
ngalust denth Ju only a less sudden 
form than that from which they and 
escaped, while row boats, sailboats, 
launches and tugs were being driven 
to the rescue as fast as arms, wind 
nnd steam could carry thorn. 

Most of the men on bonrd were as- 
sembled between decks, above the boil- 
ers, when the explosion ocurrcd. Here 
Is where tho most frightful slaughter 
took place. No one living has been 
able to describe wbnt happened there, 
but vivid witnesses exist lu the blood- 
•mearcd walls. It Is from between 
decks that most of the dead bodies 
have been token. 

Unman Fragments lliawn Lu Air. 

A dozeu or ilftcen were blown over- 
board by tho force of terrific explosion. 
Captain Went worth, who wns looking 
at the Bennington when tho disaster 
occurred, says he saw human bodl-.'s 
hurled over a hundred feet upwnrd. 

The air was black with tho smoke 
which enveloped the ship. When It 
cleared away only a few men could bo 
seen on the decks, while n number 
wore floundering In the wnlcr. A bout 
was lowered from the vessel's side and 
most of them were picked up and 
taken on board. 

On board was presented a .terrlbla 
scene. The force of the explosion had 
torn a great hole tu the starboard sldo 
of the ship and the vessel was already 
commencing to list. A section of the 
upper deck was carried away from 
stem to stern. 

Blood and wreckage was distributed 
oi or the entire, ship, the* after cabin 
and tho vlclulty 'of the ship adjacent 
to tho exploded holler resembling a 
cbnruel house. Over It nil bung the 
great cloud of while smoke, which 
drifted slowly toward tho Coronado 
shore. 

Both officers and men who were not 
serlou|ly Injured acted "heroically arid 
promptly. Pumps were nmnncd to keep 
the water from the upper compart- 
ments, the magazine flooded, nnd men 
fought their way through tho steam 
Into the darkened hold to search for 
their comrades. In the worst danger, 
and when It was feared tho ship 
would sink before it could bo beached, 
the young officers ami men stuck man- 
fully to their posts. 

Hundred* ltttsh to Jtcscuc. 

Hundreds of small crift which dot- 
ted the bay hurried to the rescue. The 
ferryboat Ilamona waa coating acrjwa 
to 6«n Diego. Copt Bortelsen itu me- 
diately gavo orders to change ■ the 
course of the boat, and Instead of „>oh-

Favorable Tempt rntu res U uveTre fail- 
ed and Corn Makes Fine Progress, 

Tho weekly bulletin of tho weather 
bureau sum mart res crop conditions as 
follows: 

Favorable temperatures prevailed dur- 
ing the week ended July 17 throughout 
the country. Heavy rains Interfered with 
work In the Ohio valley nnd over a large 
part of tho South Atlantic aud cast Qulf 
Stales, but a very general absence of 
rntn In the west gulf district, with only 
light showers over much of tba Mis; 
eourl and upper .Mississippi valleys, af- 
forded favorable opportunity for much 
needed cultivation, tlnlns would be of 
great benefit In Ilia southern plateau re- 
gion. 

Corn has made splendid progMW 
throughout nearly the wliolo of the com 
belt, -and Is decidedly Improved In tho 
States of tho Missouri valley,- where Its 
previous - progress had been retarded by 
cool weather. While the general outlook 
for this crop Is very promising, It has 
sustalued some Injury on low land In 
Missouri and In portions of tho South 
Atlantic and east gulf States, and la not 
In n good stato of cultivation In portions 
of the Ohio valley. 

Further reports of Injury to harvested 
winter wheat arc received from the cen- 
tral Mississippi aud Ohio valleys, the 
mhhlo Atlantic Stntcs, Texas and Oka- 
homa and Indian territories, but no com- 
paluts of the character are received' from 
Kansas and Nebraska, both quality and 
yield In the last named State being bet- 
ter than wns expected. Harvesting, 
where not finished In tho more northerly 
districts, is well advanced. 

Spring wheat lias experienced a week 
of favorable weather, nnd continues In 
promising condition. While. rust Is still 
prevalent lu tho Dakotas and to some 
extent in Minnesota, It Is not Increasing 
In tho first named States, and there Is 
very little In Minnesota. Spring wheat 
Is filling nicely on the north Pacific coast, 
where tho hot winds of the provloui 
week caused but slight Injury, Rust Is 
Increasing In Washington. 

In the central Mississippi and Ohio 
valleys and In portions of the middle At- 
lantic States oat harvest has been In- 
terrupted, and considerable damage to 
both harvested and standing oats has re-, 
suited from wet weather. Harvesting is 
largely finished, except in the mora north- 
erly districts, whero good yields are 
promised. 

In Illinois soma wheat and oats In 
shock and stack has been damaged by 
rains, and harvesting and thrashing has 
been hindered. Oats, rye nnd barley are 
ripe iu the north, and some has been cut. 
Corn is In splendid condition, the early 
planted tnsscllug In tho northern aud 
shooting in the central part. Much hay 
has been damaged by rain. Grapes are 
promlsiug-: berries plentiful; apples scarce 
and dropping. Marly potatoes promisoji 
light yield, Tho-late planted are grow- 
ing rapidly.

Shipload of Consumptives Will Bum* 
mer In tlie Far North. 

In search of restored health at what- 
ever cost of. money and. "effort, seventy 
consumptives havo set sail from Halifax, 
Nova rjcotla, In the hospital ship Ha- 
vana, -under tlio command of Dr. Freder- 
ick Solum, -who has made two trips' to 
tho Arctic regions -with "Commander. 
Peary, nnd was himself cured of this 
disease. Dr. Sohon has great faith In 
the idea that before a sufferer baa reach- 
ed the advanced stages of this fell dis- 
ease a trip fnr Into tho cold atmosphere 
of tlie polar region will result In a com- 
plete cure, as In his own case. He ex- 
pects tho bacilli of tuberculosis will be 
froien out by his patients remaining for 
some time In those high latitudes. 

Dr. Sobon hns made a special study 
of his subject and hopes that as a result 
of the expedition philanthropists will be 
encouraged to supply money with which 
to equip and send out several ships each 
summer for tho benefit of those afllictcd 
with consumption yet who are too poor to 
pny for treatment. 

Of course, such treatment comes rather 
high In tlie way of expense, and In this 
Instance only those who can pay are to 
be taken. The cost to the regular pa- 
tients will be $000 each for the trip. Sev- 
eral women are Included la tho list of 
those on this experimental voyage In 
search of earth's greatest blesslag — 
health. 

The hospital ship will cruise along the 
western shores of central Greenland, 
anchoring la various sheltered bays and 
Inlots. Some of the latter extend Inland 
many, miles to where there Is plenty of 
game, and in these digressions thoso who 
are able will havo plenty of opportunity 
to get all the exercise needful. 

The entlro summer — three months^ — 
will bo spent In Greenlnnd, above tho 
Arctic Circle, the party returning be- 
fore winter sets In. Each day will give

Chicago gasped and suffered as she 
line not done for four years In the In- 
tense heat of Tuesday. Tbcro. was 
higher temperature, greater general 
distress, in oro deaths, more prostra- 
tions than on any day during the re- 
cent scorching wave, while tho ther- 
mometer stood at 03 degrees for two- 
Iiours, a higher polut than has been 
reached since 1001. Eight dead and 
over forty prostrations, was Chicago'* 
toll to the burning sun for the one 
day, while almost 100 lives and nearly; 
700 prostrations was tho total tux lev- 
ied on the people of tho country. 

From almost every city between tu* 
Rockies aud the Atlantic coast rose thn 
same cry for relief, ns the pitiless sua 
smote down on streets and pavements. 
In every largo city there were number* 
of deaths and prostrations. Philadel- 
phia was the hottest place In the coun- 
try, with a mnrk of 03 degrees, whlla 
New York City. 'wns but two point* 
lower. Chicago was the sixth hottest 
place In the United Stutcs, being ex- 
ceeded In temperature only by Phila- 
delphia, New York, Albany, Concordia 
and Washington, D, C, 

The o tile la I thermometers located la 
exposed places above the street did not, 
however, indicate the temperature la 
which the ordinary mortal moved and 
many street thermometers in Philadel- 
phia and New' York Indicated a tem- 
perature of 300 or higher, some Tolla- 
ble, instruments registering 104 and 
105.

Tho suffering was Intense among 
workers In mill's and factories aud la 
the great plants of South Chicago, 
while tho dwellers In the ghetto and 
the tenement districts also underwent 
severe sufferlug. The cumulative ef- 
fect of three days of Intense bent wail 
generally felt, nnd men, women and 
children wcro less able to withstand 
tho' weather than on the first day. 
Many In the crowded tenement dis- 
tricts slept on ' the pavements or on 
door steps, while thousands of others 
sought the roofs of buildings In the 
hope of obtaining some cooling wind. 

The last day which exceeded tho 
maximum of Tuesday was July* 21, 
1001, when 103 degrees was recorded. 
This Is the beat record of tho Chicago, 
weather bureau since 1871, the first 
year shown lu the books. In July, 
1S07, the mercury climbed to 100 de- 
grees, nnd that is the next hottest day ' 
In weather bureau annals. 

Last year the hottest day was July ' 
17, with a mark of 04 degrees, while 
In 1003 the record was 02 and In 1002 
it was 01 degrees. Tho record of Tues- 
day Jin a been exceeded eleven time* 
since 1871, but seldom by more than 
ouo or two degrees. 

Wednesday tbe crest of the hot 
wave was .on tbe Atlantic coast, tem- 
peratures in tbe West and Northwest 
having moderated slightly. New York 
reported" that an area of oppressive 
heat, which recalls the record-breaking 
summer of 1001, bud settled down over 
tbe eastern and New England States, 
already having claimed hundreds of 
victims, and causing Intense suffer hip '.

Peculiar Appetite Cause of Much Pe-

The engineers in charge ot a tele- 
graph line at Hongkong were sur- 
prised recently by the discovery that 
about seven miles of their cable, 
though It was well protectdd and laid 
underground in a concrete trough, had 
been severely damaged.

The terrific tornado that swept over 
tho southern part of this city recently, 
says tho BInghamton (N. Y.) corre- 
spondent to tho New York World, was 
ot tho western, "twister" variety— a 
funnel-shaped, whirling column, taking 
a swath from 100 to 200 foot wide and 
wrecking or damaging evorythlng In 
its path. The tornado originated near 
tho woatern limits of the city, on tho 
north side of the Susquehanna river, 
and> crossing the river diagonally, dht 
through the 5th and 6th wards, ex- 
pending Its fury on the Bldo of House's 
hill, In the eastern opd of the 6th 
ward. It followed a day of oppressive 
heat and humidity and camo with an. 
awful roar. Only alx houses and flvo 
.barns were totally wrecked, but about 
twenty houses were nearly ruined and 
100 were more or less damaged. About 
100 email buildings were wrecked and 
several hundred trees were uprooted. 
The damage to most of the houses 
was caused by explosions from the air 
pressure Inside, when the whirling tor- 
nado outside the house caused a par- 
tial vacuum. Although all but one of 
the damaged houses were occupied, 
not a person was killed and no ono 
was badly Injured. A house vacated 
on Saturday was lifted up and whirled 
around In the air. The roof was depos- 
ited In the cellar and the remainder 
was scattered for a quarter of a mile. 
The house of Bernard Smith was 
blown down the Bide hill seventy-five' 
feet, turned bottom up and completely 
wrecked. The 'adjoining house of 
George Johnson was shifted to the 
Smith bouse foundations, where It re- 
mained bottom side up, the root In 
the cellar.' Seven people wero asleep 
In these two houses and none was 
seriously Injured. 

Mrs. George Tompkins had gone Into 
the sleeping room of her son Ray and 
was sitting on the edge of the bed. 
Their house exploded from within, 
blowing the entire front off smoothly 
and hurling Mrs,' Tompkins 'and tho 
boy but on the lawn, whore they were 
left Bitting unharmed. The explosion 
oIbo blew almost every article, ot 
furniture from the bouse, all of which, 
except the front and root, was lett 
Intact. The house of James Hnrtlgon 
was blown to the adjoin In g. lot, where 
It 1b lying on Its Bide, demolished. Tho 
Hartlgan small boy was supposed to. 
be dead *ln the wreckage, but he waa 
finally found under a bed unharmed. 
Mr, and Mrs. Hartlgan were In their 
parlor, then they were In thoir neigh- 
bor's yard, only slightly injured, hav- 
ing been blown out ot the house, 

The house of Mrs. T, C. Weed was 
lifted from Its foundation and carried 
some distance, but was not slightly 
damaged. Mrs, Weed said; "Wo were 
sitting on our front porch watching 
the lightning, when tho next thing we 
knew we were In. our back yard and 
Smith's house- was In our yard, and 
Johnson'B house .waa In Smith's cel- 
lar." 

Two large moving vans" wore blown 
through tho ride of a barn into the 
street apparently from the pressuro 
within, and, except for the one side, 
the bam was not damaged. An Incu- 
bator full -of eggs waaleft intact, not 
an egg broken, while everything 
around In the rooms was completely 
wrecked.
